ARKANSAS RETAIL HARDWARE DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

A well patronized souvenir programme has been received from 
the Arkansas Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association prepared 
to commemorate the annual meeting which took place at Little 
Rock, June 2Ist, 22nd and 23rd. A large meeting was brought 
together and a finely represented one as well. The proceedings 
of this convention were made unusually interesting by a full at- 
tendance of its members and a number of Hardware dealers of 
the State were added to the rolls. Manufacturers and jobbers 
were present with delegates representing them in greater num- 
bers than ever. Among the noted visitors who graced the oc- 
casion with their presence may be mentioned Saunders Nor- 
vell, the hard working chairman of the Wholesale and Retail 
Joint Committee on Catalogue House Competition and M. L. 
Corey of the National Retail Association. A number of useful 
and original papers were read by the members and the general 
discussion was availed of by many, and much of an interesting 
and useful character was the result. 


INCREASE OF IMMIGRATION. 


The Department of Commerce reports that 521,320 immigrants 
have arrived at the various ports of this country in the s1x months 
ending April 30th last. This is an increase of nearly one-third 
over the arrivals for the same period last year. The arrivals from 
Russia continue to increase rapidly, and more than 95,000 have 
come from that country during this six months. 


JAPANESE IN TEXAS. 

The American consul at Tamsul, Formosa, notifies the State 
Department that Japanese newspapers are carrying the adver- 
tisement of a Japanese promoter, who is going to establish a big 
agriculture colony of Japs in the American State of Texas. The 
promoter, whose name is Kinzaburo Gaba, says he is going to 
start with about 49,000 acres of grazing land in Texas. He thinks 
the Japanese can succeed in America only at agriculture. 


HISTORY OF THE BOLT AND NUT INDUSTRY, 


A volume devoted to a complete History of the Bolt and Nut 
Industry of America has recently been issued. The author 1s 
W. R. Wilbur, of Cleveland, Ohio, and the book is dedicated 
to Isaac P. Lamson, president of the Lamson-Sessions Com- 
pany, of Cleveland, who has long had the desire that the annals 
of the Bolt and Nut Industry of the industrial resources of the 
country, should be collated and compiled for the benefit of future 
generations, and carefully preserved; this was the particular rea- 
son for the labor of preparing this interesting volume. The book 
comprehends in its 400 pages of contents upwards of 50 illustra- 
tions, and includes the portraits of those prominent among the 
pioneers in this branch of industry. The author acknowledges the 
aid given him so generously by the leading men in the business. 
The book is very neatly bound in cloth, with leather backs and 
corners, presenting a fine appearance. A general summary of 1m- 
portant periods in the history, the application of improved ma- 
chinery, the issue of patents bearing upon the work, and a num- 
ber of other important details complete the information con- 
tained in the volume, which must be regarded as a valuable addi- 
tion to trade literature in a branch that deserves the interest given 


to it. 
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Editorial Trade Review 


The time has arrived when a certain amount of con- 
sideration must be given to laying out the vacations for 
the warking force of every leading Hardware establish- 
ment, and to do so intelligently gives those who stay 
home in the meantime a degree of work to help the store 
The time allotted to vacations is this 
year well earned; in fact, the seasons of hard work are 


perform its duties. 


so well defined throughout the year that scarcely any time 
can be said to be a loafing time, and that makes it thor- 
oughly enjoyable when it does come, and we go forth to 
seek green fields and pastures new to recuperate exhaust- 
ed energies and return refreshed. 

The fact that the workers are expected to take hold on 
business and do a lot of extra work when called upon, 
without grumbling, makes employers look more readily 
about the employee's comfort; more favorable hours are 
given them during the Summer months in the way of 
closing, half holidays on Saturdays becoming the regular 
thing, making excursions over Sunday practicable; and 
they only too willingly avail themselves of them, and a 
willing disposition should and does make itself manifest 
in return for this voluntary consideration. 

This is the season to expect slackened sales, and adding 
to stock 1s not a movement liberally indulged in during 
the months of June and July, when a more quiet time is 
looked forward to. Unusually good sales have been the 
rule during the Spring season just passed, and few will 
have occasion to find fault with the times, as the trade 
will be found in many instances exceeding any previous 
year. Some goods have figured largely in the movement, 
to a greater extent even than could have been calculated, 
even a 40 to 50 per cent. advance. This prosperous con- 
dition is evident in the demand for Lawn Mowers, Green 
Wire Screen Cloth, Cream Freezers and Hammocks, and 
more especially Steel Goods and Scythes and Snaths. 
The crops of all kinds bid fair to eclipse any previous sea- 
son, with wheat, corn, oats and hay adding to the farmer’s 
wealth to an unusual degree, and the fact of such a pros- 
perous condition being certain, makes possible the fact 
that Fall trade will be especially brilliant in any event. 
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The cotton crop is a problem, however, and the h pe js 
for a shorter crop than last year, but time alone car dem- 
onstrate the conditions which surround this important 
staple. 

Some of the Jobbers are getting ready for the semi- 
annual inventory, June and July in some sections ‘eing 
the dullest months in the year to encourage the \vork, 
Southern Jobbers are prone to this, as they want to esti- 
mate the profits, and then certify to them before the sea- 
son gets far advanced. May their anticipations be real- 
ized to the fullest extent and no disappointment ensvec! 

Prices have been held up in a manner throughou: the 
six months that acted favorably on the markets. No 
slumps from handling large stocks, though nearly ai: the 
lower quotations on wire nails, which have been kept 
steady remarkably well this season, being made by the 
jobbing fraternity for divers reasons, to tempt the 
buyer, the principal one.

THE CONSUMER’S END. 


One of the difficulties encountered by the dealer in agricultural 
implements is the fact that, while the machinery he handles is 
much of it of a rather complicated nature, it goes into the hands 
of men who as a rule are not machinists. Most dealers try to 
overcome this by sending out a competent man to set up and 
start the machine. Of course, it works all right while he is 
there. to keep everything in first-class order. After he goes 
away and the farmer is thrown upon his own resources, the trou- 
ble begins. 


Nine out of ten farmers will agree with the statement that 
the very point at which they have their most serious trouble is 
one the book of directions skips entirely or describes under 
names confusing to one who is totally unfamiliar with that par- 
ticular machine. It is so very simple to the manufacturer that 
he overlooks a lot of things the user wants to know. Usually 
it is the little things that make the trouble, and they are always 
hardest to locate. More than once the writer has sat on the 
questioner’s bench and figured on mechanical equations contain- 
ing twice as many unknown quantities as a well regulated alge- 
bra will permit, while inwardly cussing the fellow who ouglit to 
have said less and told more. 

It seems to be a different problem for the man on the roof to 
see things from the standpoint of the fellow just starting up 
the ladder. There is no question, however, but that a large pro- 
portion of the machines sent out on trial and which have been 
condemned are less at fault than are the men who give instruc- 
tions as to their use. The fact that the expert can run the ma- 
chine does not count with the farmer so long as he cannot run it 
himself; also he wants instructions covering the difficulties he 
himself encounters; in other words, he wants them written from 
the user’s rather than the manufacturer’s view-point. 

One big general agent for agricultural machinery has _ under- 


taken to solve the problem for himself in a unique way and get 


next the troubles of his customers. With each machine sent out 
goes a card which, when properly filled out by a purchaser, 1s 
good for payment on repairs up to a certain amount (depending 
upon machine purchased). Before the card is honored it must 
be filled out with a statement of the customer’s troubles, if any, 
in getting satisfaction out of the machine before accustomed to 
it; what point of the instructions seemed most incomplete; 10 
short, a brief history of the buyer’s trouble equation. By com- 
paring these cards the dealer is frequently able to locate points 
wherein, under the directions sent out by the manufacturer, there 
is particular danger of dissatisfaction, and to guard against that 
point accordingly. In the case of a number of machines he 
has found enough complaints regarding some minor and over- 
looked part to warrant him in issuing supplemental directions 
of his own. Then, too, these cards are a wonderful help to the 
expert starter in showing him at just what points of manage- 
ment he should be specially careful to instruct the buyer. (jten 
the point seems trivial and unimportant, but when these incoming 
cards from the frequency of their complaints show that there 
is a general demand for instruction at this particular point, the 
lesson gathered from the cards is counted more to be relie on 
than the pre-conceived opinions of the seller. 


I am not at all sure but there would be less friction between 
buyer and seller, less frequent complaints, and fewer returned 
goods if dealers would generally adopt this conscientious e/iort 
to see things from the buyer’s standpoint in other lines of the 
trade as well as in agricultural machinery. 
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CONVENTION ECHOES 








Josse:: When you sell goods to catalogue houses you bring 

about a demoralization of prices and damage seriously our 
business and that of the retail trade, therefore. you should 
either refuse absolutely to sell to those houses, or if you do 
sei! them, do so only under an iron-clad contract that they 
will maintain the price. 

MAN FACTURER: I realize the force of your argument, and 
ani willing to make a sacrifice by refusing future orders from 
these houses, provided I cannot make a satisfactory price 
maintainence agreement. But if I adopt this policy and you 
continue to demand all or at least the larger part of my goods 
under your special Brands, how am I to get to the consumer 
with the goods bearing my own brand, which | have been 
making for years and for which there is a great demand, un- 
less I go direct to the retailer? 

Going to the Retailer direct is not to be thought ot. 
The Hardware Jobber is here to stay and all goods sold in the 
tride should be sold through him. We must have special 
brands if we have to make them ourselves—in order to meet 
competition and to control our trade. 

* * * 

As predicted—or, perhaps, it would be better to say, “As it 
was hoped”—the Hot Springs Conventions were something 
more than a “talkfest.” After several years of beating 
around the bush, manufacturers and jobbers are really get- 
ting down to business in the effort to adjust troublesome mat- 
ters. They have at last admited that the three main ques- 
tions, 7. e., Special Brands, Catalogue Houses, and Price Main- 
tainance, are closely related--so closely, in fact, that it will 
be difficult, if not impossible, to settle one question without at 
the same time taking care of the others. It is true that job- 
bers and manufacturers are still far apart in some matters, 
particularly on the subject of Special Brands; indeed, to one 
unacquainted with previous work it would appear that on this 
subject the parties interested are about as far from agreement 
as possible. To the mind of the writer, however, it appears 
that a long step in the right direction has been taken. Previ- 
ous discussions on this subject have been made, mostly in 
open meeting, where no one on either side could be expected 
to take any thing related to a firm stand for any policy. At 
Hot Springs the discussions were carried on in close execu- 
tive sessions and the policy agreed upon announced in later 
meetings. Considerable warm talk was indulged in in some 
instances, even to the intimating by jobbers that in the event 
f the cutting off of their Special Brand “privilege” they 
would turn manufacturers, and the suggestion from some, on 
the other side, that the Hardware business might not find it 1m- 
possible to get along without the jobber. 

The main argument advanced by the jobbers in support of 
their side of the question is that the handling of Special 
Brand goods permits them to make a living profit. 

IN THEIR RESOLUTIONS THEY SAY: 
“We plead guilty to the indictment contained in para- 
graph three of said report and desire to enter a confes- 
in avoidance—confess that we have objected to using 
factory brands and avoid any criticism therefor, because 
some manufacturers allowed their factory brands to be 
handled and exploited at a margin not above the cost of 


— 
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doing business, hence we were compelled to seek shelter 

under brands of our own, which action we have found 
99 

meets the endorsement of many of our customers. 


In other words, if the policy of “Price Maintenance” was 
strict!y adhered to by the makers of Hardware, there would 
be no need of Special Brands. Speaking of the charge that 
Special Brand goods cannot be uniform in quality, the job- 
bers’ resolutions say: 

[f, as charged in paragraph six, that competition in 
prices is the forerunner, or John the Baptist of deteriora- 
ti.n in quality, may not the deterioration come under fac- 
tory brands, because we claim that we are just as jealous 
of our reputation as any manufacturer can be of his— 
that we will not consent to a lowering of grade, and that 
if it is done the manufacturer is at fault in not giving 
us the grade contracted for. 

‘Paragraph seven can be held to apply to both factory 
aid private brands, in that either or both may be of in- 
fe rior quality and not be defective. 

“We desire to controvert the declaration in paragraph 


nine and insist that the knowledge of who produces a cer- 
tain article can in no wise concern a person who will use 
it, because in any case the retailer looks to his jobber to 
correct any evils, and the consuming customer looks to his 
retailer, hence it is not necessary to hand out a pedigree 
with every article sold. 

“The reasoning in paragraph ten contemplates that a 
user will never be disappointed in anything except those 
under a private brand, and further, that the guaranty of a 
jobber is _ nil. 

“In answer to paragraph eleven, we will say that the 
reputation of private brands will not become impaired if 
manufacturers are as careful in their manufacture as they 
are in their own, and we trust they will at least claim to 
do honest work.” 

A QUESTION OF HUMAN NATURE. 

It would seem to the writer that the question of quality in 
Special Brands resolves itself into a question of human nature. 

When a manufacturer takes a Special Brand contract at a 
price below that for which he would sell goods bearing his 
own brand, is it not human nature for him to attempt to make 
good the reduction of price in some way? Can he be expected 
to put into the ninety cent Special Brand article exactly the 
same quality and workmanship as he puts into the article that 
bears his own brand and sells for a dollar? It is not only 
human nature, but it is business—and cannot be justly called 
sharp practice or trickery. 

Jobber “A” asks Manufacturer “B” for Special Brand Goods 
in order that he may undersell his competitor, Jobber “C,” 
who may be handling “B’s” goods bearing his factory brand. 
Is it to be expected by any one with full reasoning power 
that “B” will make Special Brands for “A” at a lower price 
than he charges “C” for the factory brand goods and put ex- 
actly the same quality in both? Will fair-minded persons 
accuse “B” of dishonesty if he reduces the quality of “A’s” 
goods in proportion to the reduction in price? 

The suggestion in the manufacturers’ resolutions that un- 
less present conditions improve “it will be impossible long to 
restrain manufacturers from selling through such channels 
as will carry their own best goods to the consumer,’ was 
barely noticed in the answering resolutions of the jobbers, 
their only comment being that these views “are pessimistic 
and that no such calamity awaits them.” 

Mr. Bogardus in his address on the Catalogue House ques- 
tion demonstrated conclusively the close connection between 
that question and Special Brands, and voiced the sentiment 
of practically every retailer in the country when he said: “I 
would cut out the growing evil of Special Brands.” Mr. 
Norvell said in his address: 

“IT IS A CASE OF WHO SHALL CONTROL.” 
That’s the case exactly. Is the entire Hardware business 
of the country to be controlled by two or three hundred 
jobbers against the will of thirty thousand retailers and sev- 
eral thousand manufacturers? Mr. Norvell placed much em- 
phasis on his statement that Special Brands had been the sal- 
vation of many small manufacturers who, in the absence of 
Special Brand contracts, would have been unable to get his 
goods on the market. Here again is the question of control. 
The small manufacturer brings out a good article; he attempts 
to interest the jobber and is met with the statement: “We 
have no time to work up a demand for new and _ untried 
things—but if you will create'a demand or make that under 
our brand we will handle it.” To the manufacturer with 
larger resources the same statement is made; he goes to the 
retail dealer direct and if, after the expenditure of much time 
and money, he establishes a demand and then fails to turn 
over the business to the jobber, what a hue and cry is raised! 

The Special Brand discussion has come to a question of 
“Give and Take.” Neither jobber nor manufacturer can be 
expected to make the whole sacrifice. 

Let the manufacturer, by a readjustment of prices, if need 
be, make it possible for the jobber to handle his factory brand 
goods at a profit. Let him refuse to accept orders from cata- 
logue houses or insist upon the maintenance of prices. And in 


return, tet the jobber return to his original place in the trade, 
that of distributor, and give his whole attention to pushing to 
the front goods bearing factory brands with quality and work- 
manship backed up by the maker. 
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Secretary Corey, of the National Retail Association, ex- 
hibited with considerable pride a telegram stating that the 
Inland Empire Hardware Association at their meeting in Spo- 
kane, Washington, had voted to join the National Organiza- 
tion. 

* * * 

In the June roth issue a slight error was made in the 
Special Brand Resolutions, caused by the dropping out of two 
lines of type. It occurs in the latter part of the third para- 
graph from the last, which in our report reads as follows: 
* * * “We invite this consideration with the assurance 
that we certainly can and do furnish similar goods with spe- 
cial brands.” 

This should read: “We invite this consideration with the 
assurance that we certainly can and do furnish goods _ bear- 
ing our standard brands fully equal in quality, and certainly at 
as low prices as those at which we will furnish similar goods 
with special brands.” 

* * x 
THE FALL CONVENTIONS. 

There seems to be, among the members of the two larger 
associations, a feeling somewhat akin to dissatisfaction with 
the idea of holding the November Convention in Washington. 
At the Atlantic City meeting last year it was voted to hold 
the 1905 convention at the country’s capitol apparently with- 
out giving careful consideration to that city’s facilities for 
entertaining the 600 or 700 members and guests who would 
very likely be in attendance. There is certainly no one hotel 
‘or even two in that city with capacity large enough to take 
care of so many people; and if the conventioners are to be dis- 
tributed among a half dozen hotels, it will be practically im- 
possible to secure a proper attendance at any of the meetings. 
Furthermore, the argument is advanced that Washington 1s 
so filled with attractions that it will be extremely difficult to 
secure united action on either entertainment or business mat- 
ters, and it would be a case of “every man for himself.” A 
prominent official of one of the associations stated at Hot 
Springs: “We can’t afford to go to Washington unless every 
one can be well cared for, and if we cannot secure at least 
four hundred rooms in not more than three hotels located 
near together, I will be emphatically opposed to going there.” 

Virginia Hot Springs has been mentioned in case the place 
of convention is changed, and considering the success of the 
recent meeting at that place, it is expected that many of those 
who attended the Southern Jobbers’ Convention will favor 
such a change. 


“NO FLIES HERE.” 

In detailing in a recent issue the many virtues appertaining to 
the use of “No-Flies-Here,” the new insecticide, manufactured 
by the Preservaline Manufacturing Co., 41 Warren Street, New 
York, we neglected to mention the fact that high-bred horses 
are particularly susceptible to the attacks of flies, for being of 
particularly fine stock they are high strung, nervous and not used 
to hardships like the ordinary, common dray horse. It is also a 
fact not quite fully known that most blacksmiths when they shoe 
such horses, before treating them apply No-Flies-Here, and thus 
the horse stands quieter while being shod. We have seen other 
blacksmiths apply it to the horses after they have been shod to 
protect them after they have left their hands. Millionaires hav- 
ing the finest stables may not have any flies in their stables, the 
horse is just as susceptible to being attacked by a horse-fly after 
he has left the stable as the commonest animal, while if treated 
with No-Flies-Here the horse is protected. The same remarks 
apply to registered cattle, particularly Jerseys. These should be 
protected and produce better results if treated with this insecti- 
cide, for it 1s known that if a cow is nervous or irritable it does 
not give the full quantity of milk, nor as rich and healthy a milk. 
Nothing annoys cattle so much, and particularly at milking time, 
as flies, but an application of No-Flies-Here alleviates all that. 
Many a humane person has applied it to his dog to protect the 
animal from fleas, for as it keeps insects off it has a tendency 
to cause the fleas to leave the dog. Whenever No-Flies-Here is 
applied to dogs for this purpose, they should be kept outside for 
about 24 hours, so that the fleas do not scatter in the house. 


“WHERE ARE THE BUSINESS MEN?” 

The Saturday Evening Post, Philadelphia, raises a very per- 
tinent question when it asks: “Where Are the Business Men?”

These ‘captains of industry’ are very daring and dazzling—so 
dazzling that crowds gape at them as at a successful bandit in 
Sicily. But they are very dangerous also.

TIN PRODUCTION OF THE WORLD. 

(From the Chamber of Commerce Journal, London, May, 1905.) 

Recent German returns show that the tin production of the 
world amounted to 93,093 tons in 1903, an increase over the pre- 
ceding year of 2,916 tons. According to these returns, 75 per cent 
of all tin comes from southeastern Asia, the following being the 
estimated output of the several colonies and countries: Malacca, 
54,797 tons; Banca and Billiton, 20,060 tons; Bolivia, 9,500 tons; 
Australia, 4,191 tons; Cornwall, 4,150 tons; all other places, 395 
tons. Although the production of tin has increased regularly 
from year to year, the output is not sufficient to supply the de- 
mand, as the stock on hand in the most important tin markets 
has constantly decreased. The United States consumes 43 pet 
cent of the total tin production; Great Britain, 28 per cent; the 
other European countries, 22 per cent, and India and China to- 
gether, 7 per cent. It is surprising that the United States, which 
during recent decades has made such enormous progress in eX- 
ploiting its mineral resources, is not yet a factor in the produc- 
tion of tin, although considerable deposits are said to exist in 
South Dakota, Wyoming and in North and South Carolina. A 
year ago one tin mine was opened in South Carolina.

The Herald of Mt. Jewett, Pa., recently printed an editorial on 
the Catalogue House Question, which after reviewing the up- 
growth of these houses and their methods of doing business, 
closes with the following: 

The remaining point to be determined was, how the catalogue 
houses succeeded in securing the great volume of business, which 
by their own admissions, had turned, $6,000,000, profit to the 
coffers of a single concern within the period of one year. 

The catalogue houses employed no traveling representatives, 
but this saving was much more than offset by the expense in- 
curred in putting out millions of catalogues, which in the aggre- 
gate cost beyond what would be required to maintain a small 
army of traveling men, nor did they enjoy the advantage of per- 
sonal acquaintance with their patrons, yet, here was the undis- 
puted fact that millions of money was flowing to them each year, 
to their enrichment, and the manifest injury of the purchaser. 

It required but the slightset investigation to make absolutely 
certain that printer’s ink was their sole reliance, and at that, 
through one of the poorest of mediums—the cheaply printed, 
homely catalogue. 

Wise merchants have been prompt to take advantage of this 
enlightenment, and to-day the live country paper is assisting the 
local merchant to refute and confound the claims of these “get- 
rich-quick” concerns, and retain to each respective community 
the proportion of the world’s wealth where it belongs—where 
it has been earned.”

Jed Scarboro says some mighty good things when he gets to 
talking about advertising; among the “Ginger-isms’ emanating 
from him are the following: 

More things are damned by hot air than by faint praise. 

Bunch your efforts. Strike early, often and everlastingly but 
be sure that you are striking every lick, in the same spot. Sheet 
lightning is showy, but it never sets barns on fire. It is the com- 
pact, concentrated brand that shatters things in its path. 

The only way to hold old business is to hustle for new busi- 
ness. People like to do business with a growing house. Lack 
of growth suggests dry rot, stagnation. The only sure way to 
make things come your way is to go after them early and often. 

If your advertising hasn’t force enough to make people think 
as you want them to think, it is because your belief in your busi- 
ness 1s not as strong as that which you are trying to inspire in 
others. There is a certain ring to earnestness and honesty which 
cannot be counterfeited. Strong talk without a sound backing 
of fact in time, has a flat “plunk” to it like a plugged watermelon. 

People, most generally, buy the things that have reputation 
back of them. Good advertising helps to make a good reputa- 
tion for anything that is rightfully entitled to it. 


AMERICAN WORKMEN. 


In a recent address at Leeds, Mr. John Moseley, head of the 
Moseley Industrial Commission of Great Britain, composed of 
twenty-three English gentlemen who visited the United States 
last year to learn of the industrial methods of this country, said: 

“America is forging ahead as a manufacturing country by 
leaps and bounds. Few who have not seen for themselves realize 
this fact. Americans have leaped, in a generation, from an agri- 
cultural community into the first place as manufacturers. Ameri- 
ca possesses, within herself, all the soils, climes and products 
that go to make a great nation. She has always realized what a 
boon education is, and many of her successes must be attributed 
to that. 

“We in England manufactured for the world, and in our blind 
ignorance imagined that because we were the sole manufacturers 
the rest of the world was unable to manufacture. Now we are 
having a rude awakening. America, by means of an enlightened 
people, has brought science to bear upon industrial problems and 
has forced herself into the front rank. America realizes that 
merit meets with its reward, and metes out to the men the same 
treatment we do to our dumb animals. If one wants to get the 
best out of a horse, he has to stable it well. The same rule 
applies to human beings. If one wants to get the best out of a 
workman, he must treat the latter with consideration, pay him 
well and give him due reward for his labor. 
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“In America suggestions are welcomed, and when a work: ian 
has anything to say he is not snubbed. It is an inspiratio: to 
cross the Atlantic and see what progress is doing for the bei.or- 
ment of humanity. If we are to do good and prosper in he 
future, with our enormous possibilities we must take a leaf out 
of America’s book.”

Wornout soils are being 
given new life through the application of scientific cultivation 
Science is teaching the farmer how to combat disease of the soil 
and of live stock. It is teaching him how to adapt crop to soil 
It is relegating the old-fashioned farmer, where he has not the 
intelligence and enterprise to keep up with the procession. Sci 
ence is getting him out of the rut which his forefathers followed 
when the land was new. There are still farmers who sow and 
reap, feed their cattle and allow their farm implements to stand 
out in the open weather from Fall to Spring, in the same old 
way, but this class is growing smaller. Science—the Agricul- 
tural Department, agricultural colleges and the farm institute 
has taught the farmer differently. There are some who are too 
shiftless and too careless to take advantage of the teaching, but 
they will soon be out of the way, and the sons who succeed will 
join the procession of progressive farmers, will adopt scientiiic 
methods and assist in bringing American agriculture up to the 
ideal standard.

MR. CARNEGIE SURRENDERS THE PRESIDENCY, 


The annual conference of the Iron and Steel Institute was 
recently held in London. During the last two years American 
industries have been kept very prominently before the Institute, 
in consequence of the presidential chair having been occupied 
by Mr. Andrew Carnegie, that eminently successful and pros- 
perous American iron master, who, although always proud of 
being >born a Scotchman, ever retains his strong love for the 
land in which he lived for so many years, and in which he built 
up so colossal a fortune. In vacating the presidential chair Mr. 
Carnegie spoke of the common fellowship between the English 
speaking races, and expressed a fond hope that the United 
States of America and Great Britain, would, in the future, be 
brought into still closer connection. The new president of the 
Institute, Mr. R. A. Hadfield, of Sheffield, in accepting the posi- 
tion, and thanking the Institute for the honor done him, referred 
to the opportunities for research in the United States, and raised 
the question whether the young men of Great Britain were given 
the same opportunities afforded to their fellow students in the 
United States. Mr. Andrew Carnegie, who has done so much to 
promote scientific research, at the meeting of the Institute, handed 
the new president a further substantial cheque towards the re- 
search fund. 

ENDEAVORING TO SECURE A SHARE OF THE GAS STOVE TRADE, 

There were several. reasons which tended to prevent British 
ironmongers from holding their own in the gas stove trade, when 
the sale of gas cookers and gas stoves as first introduced. For 
many years the development of the industry was carried out by 
the enterprise and energy of the gas stove manufacturers, many 
of whom, in conjunction with the more enterprising ironmongers 
among their agents, held demonstrations showing the advantages 
of cooking by gas, over the older forms of open ranges and close- 
fire kitcheners. The gas companies soon realized that by an ex- 
tended use of gas cookers the increase in the consumption of 
coal gas would be enormous and would consequently increase 
the dividends of their shareholders. It was found impossible to 
create a popular demand for gas cookers and gas heating stoves, 
in consequence of their initial cost. Many persons would giad- 
ly have availed themselves of the advantages of cooking by gas 
had the stoves been procurable at lower rates, and they would 
more readily have taken up the use of gas heating stoves had 
the cost been less. Ironmongers could not see their way to sell 
stoves on any deferred payment system, consequently the gas 
companies were forced into the business, and in many ins... ., 
additional share capital has been created in order to supply gas 
consumers with the necessary stoves; the companies find it a 
profitable investment to buy stoves and sell them on hire purcu:- @e 
agreements, and also at almost nominal rates of hire. The in- 
troduction of these systems whereby the householder could ob- 
tain the use of gas cookers and heating stoves at nominal rates 
completely drove the retail ironmonger off the field. Still fur- 
ther, he gradually lost a considerable amount of his trade in gas 
fittings, many of the powerful gas companies. taking up that 


branch of the business also; consequently, the ironmongers’ - 


workshop was robbed of much of its legitimate business. And 
during the last few years the consumption of gas fittings and 
materials in ironmongers’ workshops has gradually become less 
and less. Quite recently a movement has been commenced by 
which it is hoped the retail ironmongers in Great Britain may 
recover some portion of their lost trade. Already there are sev- 
eral groups of ironmongers working in conjunction with local 
gas companies, under arrangements whereby satisfactory com- 
missions upon sales of stoves and introductions for the hiring 
of gas cookers are being paid. The Ironmongers’ Federated 
Association have recently had the question of further develop- 
ment in this scheme of cooperative trading brought under their 
notice; the latest outcome of which is a meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of the Croydon Gas Company (this company supplies 
an important suburban district of the Metropolis) and the mem- 
bers of the Croydon Ironmongers’ Association. The result of the 
negotiations has not yet been made known but it is confidently 
hoped that some workable scheme, which will materially benefit 
the local ironmongers, will result. 
IN WHAT WAY WILL ASSISTANTS’ ASSOCIATIONS AFFECT EMPLOYERS ? 
Is a question which just now is being considered very carefully 


by many British ironmongers. The movement which bega® in 
Liverpool a year or so ago appears likely to be followed in ©: ier 
towns and there is every probability that before long ironm 
ers’ assistants’ associations, in many of the principal town. i 
England, will be formed. It is not anticipated that they wil: re- 
main friendly organizations, through which members of 
trade may meet together on one common platform to d: : 
the matters connected with the business in which they are on 
gaged, and by mutual discussions become better acquainted » {] 
the different phases of the Hardware industry. The discu 
of matters of trade interest will widen their knowledge 
lead them to understand better the difficulties under which their 
employers carry on their business affairs. Careful enquiry amu 
the ironmongers in Liverpool, who have had an excellent opp 
tunity of testing the probabilities of the working of assista 
associations, show that the majority of the broad minded 
ployers feel that the formation of associations will not only im- 
prove the assistants themselves, but will tend to benefit th 
by whom they are employed. The wider the knowledge the het 
ter the assistant will be worth his salt. It is quite possible that 
some of the more advanced may take the opportunity of using an 
association platform in order to agitate for higher wages, but it 
is not anticipated that any evil results will be felt. There is no 
doubt that in the retail ironmongery trade, where comparatively 
few assistants are employed in one establishment, individual se- 
lection will always be retained, and a different level of remunera- 
tion must exist in different establishments, all of which are car- 
ried on under varying conditions. The prospects of greater de- 
velopments in the formation of assistants’ associations are look- 
ed forward to with pleasure both by employees and employers. 
PRICE MAINTENANCE INCREASING. 

The policy of price maintenance is taking deep root in this 
country. Its growth—in the Hardware trade—has been slow 
but steady. There are now many specialties, which British Hard- 
waremen can safely handle, knowing full well that they run no 
risk of being undersold by other tradesmen. The advantages 
of price maintenance, not only among proprietry articles, but 
also among goods of every day sale, is now fully appreciated 
by retailers, and to a certain extent customers recognize thiat 
there is some satisfaction in purchasing price maintained arti- 
cles, as they are not troubled by competitive prices, there being 
one standard price, below which it is impossible to procure these 
price maintained goods. The incandescent gas trade has offered 
many inducements to price cutters, so many mantles and burners 
of inferior makes being constantly launched upon this market 
by continental makers. The Welsbach Company have long main- 
tained their prices, and other manufacturers of known repute 
have been enabled to dictate the prices below which their goods 
may not be sold. The general secretary of the Ironmongers’ 
Federated Association has been able to achieve another price 
maintenance success in arranging with George Bray &Co., Lid., 
for the price maintenance of their incandescent gas burners. ‘he 
general excellence of all this’ firm’s productions, and the high 
stand they take in the Hardware trade, will, doubtless, cause 
English Hardwaremen to do their utmost to support this step, 
knowing they will be able with confidence to recommend Bray’s 
price maintained burners. The principal English lawn mower 
makers have long agreed to fixed prices, and this week Thomas 
Green & Son, Ltd., of Leeds, consented to ‘sell their machines, 
in future, subject to an intimation upon their invoices to the ef 
fect that no machine shall be sold retail at a greater discount 
than 15 per cent. off list prices. These friendly schemes between 
makers and retailers make the traders “lives worth living,” and 
help them to bear the strain which the competition of large 
household stores and catalogue-houses puts upon them. Speaking 
of lawn mowers reminds me that the catalogue of the Coldwell 
Lawn Mower Company, who have a branch depot in London, 
has been very well received in this country. It is an artistic 
production, and does great credit to American lithography and 
art printing. The artistic panel which this enterprising firm 
have also recently published and circulated among their agents, 
both in the United States and in Great Britain, is an excep- 
tionally fine piece of work, and wherever displayed cannot fail 
to be productive of excellent results. The English branch of 
this firm are justly proud of their excellent machines, which «re 
the outcome of the original invention of Thomas Coldwell. a 
native of Stalybridge in Lancashire.

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POPULAR TALKS ON LAW. 

Co vrighted by Wm. C. Sprague, President of the Sprague 
Corr spondence School of Law. 

Defence of One’s House. 

In our last talk we discussed Self-Defence. Akin to the right 
of « man to defend himself against an unlawful attack is the 
righ' to defend his home. ‘The constitutions of twenty-seven of 
the . tates provide that one has a natural right to protect his 
property. “A man’s house,” says the old law, “is his castle, and 
he ry take such steps as are reasonably necessary in the de- 
fenc thereof against unlawful intrusion.” Indeed, the law re- 
gar an assault on a man’s habitation for a felonious purpose 
as a assault on his person or on the person of an occupant. 

( is never bound to retreat from his house, and in general 
may «ven kill to prevent a forcible and unlawful entry. The ex- 
erci. of the right to protect one’s home must not exceed the 
bou:r is, however, of defence or protection, so that the kind of 
force. that one may use depends somewhat on the nature of the 
attacs and the purpose of it. Where an entry is by force and 
the purpose of it 1s to commit a felony, killing, if necessary to 
prevont it, is excusable, and any one in the house, even a lodger, 
is justified in the protection of the house by any means found 
necessary. One who has a reasonable fear that a felony is in- 
tended need not wait until the assailant gets within the house, 
but nay meet the intruder on the threshold and use means fatal 
to the assailant if necessary to protect himself from death or 
greal bodily injury. If the assailant, however, can be repelled 
otherwise, and the one assailed does not use any other means of 
defence, the latter is not justified in killing. If the intruder fle:s 
the person assailed is not justified in pursuing and committing 
an injury. 

[It is held that the term “house” includes a place of business or 
a rented room occupied as a bedroom. When one is attacked 
in the yard the courts hold that he should before taking life re- 
treat into the house, if there is a reasonable opportunity so to do. 
Where one has peaceably entered the house the owner or occu- 
pant is not justified in using force to expel him, without first de- 
manding or requesting that he leave; but where the entry was by 
force a preliminary request is not necessary before using force 
in ejecting the intruder. Where one or more persons assemble 
about a house and threaten to break in, the occupant is not justi- 
fied in shooting until he gives warning. 

A man was held to be justified in killing where on returning 
home at night he found the door fastened against him, broke it 
open, entered and in a fight that ensued killed the intruder. It 
has been held that the act of entering at a window in the night 
will not excuse the use of a deadly weapon without first warn- 
ing the intrduer to desist. Where a house is occupied in violation 
of law, as for gambling purposes, the occupant, or owner, cannot 
justify force used in putting out a person from a gambling room 
for disorderly behavior. 

Decisions are pretty well agreed that a man cannot defend his 
real property, other than his dwelling, to the extent of taking 
life; but in a Michigan case a building thirty-six feet away from 
the dwelling, in which the owner’s servants slept, was declared 
to be a part of the dwelling. As to personal property, one may 
not take life in defending his rights, save where the effort is to 
deprive him of his property by a forcible felony such as robbery 
or burglary. 

SPREAD OF THE AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY. 
(From Consulaire Verslagen en Berichten, Amsterdam, April 13, 
1905. ) 

According to a statement by the administration of direct taxes, 
the number of automobiles in France in 1903 was 19,886, or, in 
round numbers, 20,000. This is a marked increase over the pre- 
ceding year. In 1899, when the first census of these vehicles was 
held, their number was 1,438; in 1900 it was 2,354, in 1901 5,286, 
in 1902 11,000, and in 1903 19,886. The greatest number in any 
department is 4,510, in the Department of Seine. As automo- 
biles are an article of export and of great utility to the less 
wealthy class, it is hoped that a drop in price will popularize their 
use. 

One incident of the industry is the decrease in the number of 
horses. From 1903 to 1904 the number of horses in Paris dropped 
from. 91,016 to 90,147, a difference of 869. In 1901 there were 
133,992, making a difference of 43,000 as compared with 1904. At 
Lyons the same thing was observed, although there the under- 
ground railway may have contributed. The 20,000 vehicles repre- 
sent a value of about 200,000,000 francs. 

During the first two months of 1904 automobiles to the value 
of 2,012,000 francs were imported, as compared with 640,000 and 
§12,000 francs for the same periods in 1902 and 1903. Although 
there has been an increase in the imports, still it bears no com- 
Parison with the exports, which for the same two months were 
42,8:5,000 francs in 1904, 31,455,000 francs in 1903, and 17,941,000 
francs in 1902.

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EXPOSITION AT MILAN ATTRACTING ATTENTION. 





To Be Held in 1906 and to Be Made of International Importance— 
Italian Chamber of Commerce Working for Its Success. 


The Italian Chamber of Commerce in this city is workmg 
zealously to attract the interest of the American industrial world 
to the Exposition at Milan in 1906. It is the intention of the 
directors of the exhibit to make it one of international impor- 
tance and no labor or expense wll be spared to this end. 

Following as it does the great French and American fairs, the 
reputation of Italy as a collector of art and scientific treasures is 
at stake. The king has taken a personal interest in the affair and 
all the energy and patriotism of the Italian people will be bent to 
make the Milan Exposition rank both high in importance and 
interest and broad in scope. 

It was the original intention to hold the exhibit this year as 
a fitting celebration of the inauguration of the Simplon tunnel, 
but as the completion of this great work has been delayed, the 
date of the exposition has likewise been deferred to 1906. 

The fair which will be held in the town park at Milan will 
open in April and close in November and the world is asked to 
compete. The sections embrace “Carriage by Land and Water,” 
“Aeronautics,” “Providential Institutioris” and “Decorative Arts.” 
The “Fine Arts” section is to be altogether national. 


TO HAVE DECIDED CHARACTER. 

In formulating programmes for the exhibition and in invit- 
ing the inventors, industrial manufacturers and artists of the 
whole world to take part it is intended each branch shall have 
a decided character. The undertaking is intended to exhibit 
the most prominent features of modern art, to reveal the multi- 
farious progress of industry and to put in evidence the various 
attitudes of the various people. 

The products to be exhibited are to be selected according to 
their technical perfection and originality, both with respect to the 
artistic excellence and to the applications of science. 

“Such ends could not be reached,” says the executive commit- 
tee, “if the ordinary production of goods, invading the show 
rooms of the forthcoming exhibition, transformed them into over- 
loaded stores.” 

They have therefore so framed the rules as to govern the dif- 
ferences between the distributing commissions and _ individual 
exhibitors. 

Italy is going to show that her arts and industries are pro- 
ceeding with a firm and rapid step in the way of progress, en- 
livened as they are by a powerful spirit and led by an experi- 
enced and vigilant sense of modern life. In the competition of 
all civilized nations she has the right to claim a conspicuous place, 
owing to the excellence of her artists, the knowledge of her men 
of science, the culture of her manufacturers, and the geniality 
of all her children. 

SPECIAL APPEAL MADE, 

A special appeal is made to all shipbuilders and manufacturers 
of nautical machinery and appliances to take part and the com- 
mittee expresses the hope that it may induce the Italian nation 
to take a deep interest in the solution of the important mari- 
time problems and diffuse among the inland portion of the popu- 
lation an elevated and broad conception of the navy. 

Besides the exhibit of means of communication and transport 
by land and water and the artistic display of fine arts, visitors 
will find another sight, not less interesting and new, in the work- 
ing hall for Industrial Arts. This hall will exhibit the manufac- 
tures of industrial arts in full action with their latest means 2f 
production, and in awarding prizes the jury will consider tne 
intrinsic merit of the products and the technical merits of the 
system by which the products exhibited have been manufactured. 


SPECIAL RULES ADOPTED. 

In the organization of the different exhibits the committee has 
decided to establish the following rules in addition to the general 
rules. 

Machines not furnishing a “finished or perfect product” can 
be admitted to the working hall only in so far as they form an 
integral part of any manufacturing installation. Thus for in- 
stance a dynamo or a pump by itself could not be admitted, but 
if he belongs to a whole, as for instance, to a cotton mill, its 
admission will be allowed. 

New technical -processes for the manufacture of various arti- 
cles will be welcomed. 

Hand-work will be admitted, provided it be applied to artistic 
productions. 

Besides the exhibition of machines, apparatus, etc., a show of 
samples will be allowed. 

As to rewards, the final judgment will be determined by the 
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novelty of the exhibits. Special prizes, in money, regu'ated by 
special programmes, will be fixed in categories for new muchines, 
The admission of trifling objects should be avoided, but te com- 
mittee will gladly meet any exhibitor’s demand, provided the ex- 
hibits are of industrial interest. 

ORIGINAL WORKS ADMITTED. 

In all the branches of industry to which art in its < ifferent 
forms can be applied, only original works will be admitted, though 
imitations of old styles will be excluded but elements of any 
style and time may figure in a show of modern decorative art, 
provided the artists and manufacturers succeed in trans/orming 
them, so as to meet both the aesthetic and practical test, because 
the individuality and originality of the products exclude the ser- 
vile imitation inspired by merely commercial aims. 

A committee of selection will judge, according to a special 
regulation, whether each product sent to the show of decorative 
art has an original character, and whether the artistic and in- 
dustrial features are harmoniously combined in it. 

The committee will open, near the modern one, a retrospective 
exhibition of industrial art, to illustrate, by means of well-se. 
lected models, the progressive development of artistic forms as 
applied to certain branches of industrial production, as, for in- 
stance, the history of the manufacture of dishes, glasses, chairs, 
swords, or window glass. 

A unique feature of the Milan exposition will be a selection 
devoted to what the committee aptly calls “Providence.” ‘The 
most advanced countries,” it says, “are those which have given 
the greatest development to providential institutions and have 
devoted care and study to the culture of social economy. 

CANNOT NEGLECT PROVIDENCE. 

An exhibition which is a review and proof of all the conquests 
of human activity cannot neglect providence, which represents so 
prominent a part in the manifestations of modern life. Side by 
side with the marvels of science and labor a show of providence 
offers to the general attention the means of protection and de- 
fence by which the physical and intellectual existence of the 
working men is to be surrounded, insured and approved; a show 
of providence is intended to be a field of study and competition 
in the research of all guarantees that can protect both the per- 
sonality of the workman and the productive energies of civil 
society.” 

“A new problem,” the committee continu s, “rises in the field 
of providence and forces itself upon the minds of economists and 
legislators, that of the insurance of workmen against enforced 
leisure. In this field Italy expects to gather from foreign insti- 
tutions, and legislation the elements from which she will derive 
the solution of the problem, and increase, by means of further 
Jegislative expedients and of new forms of free providence the 
security of her workmen. This is the reason why it was thought 
well to ask foreign countries to compete in this special depart- 


“ment.” 


FOR MARITIME EXHIBITS. 

A special section will be reserved for models, plans, methods 
and tackle pertaining to maritime fishing, which will include fish- 
ing materials and gear, corals, sponges, pearls, mother-of pear! 
agriculture, fish culture, oyster culture, preserved fish, fish oils, 
salt works and similar industries. 

In consequence of the change of date of the exposition from 
1905 to 1906 the following modified regulations have been adopt- 
ed: 

Applications must all be handed to the executive committee dy 
May 31, 1905. Exhibits must be delivered within the precincts 
of the exhibition accompanied by certificates of admission between 
December 15, 1905 and February 1, 1906; excepting exhibits in 
the section of fine arts for which special rules are laid down. 
Machinery, heavy and bulky goods requiring motive power, foun- 
dations, erection or decorations must be delivered by December 
I, 1905. Exhibitors whose exhibits have not been arranged by 
February 28, 1906, will forfeit their right to the space allotted 
them. The committee is entitled to remove, at the dilatory ex- 
hibitor’s expense, all arrangements which shall not have been 
finished in the allotted time.

THE NEW ORLEANS TRADE. 
(Special Correspondence, New Orleans, June 17.) 
For the past month trade has been pursuing the even tenor 


of its way, so far as domestic business is concerned, the general 
volume running about even with what was current at the same 
time in the year previous. The features of the month have been 


the efforts made by some of the local Hardware houses to de- 
velop the West Florida trade, and by others to upbuild the 
Brownsville trade to Texas and the upper Mexican coast. In 
addition, there has been a lively squabble between the officials 
of the New Orleans Board of Trade, backed by several of the 
larger Hardware houses, and the officers of the Heavy Hardware 
Association relative to the management by the Board of Trade 
of the campaign to capture Panama contracts from the govern- 
ment, and to obtain a larger and a better share of the general 
Panama business. 

The general run of Hardware business, in the between-seasons 
times that are now on, has been fairly even. Implements have 
fallen considerably behind what was expected of them, especially 
in view of the fact that the sales just prior to planting time were 
exceptionally large. Mull supplies are perhaps slower than with- 
in the ‘twelve months. Interior fittings, general building Hard 
ware, etc., and Builders’ Hardware, is leading all else—especially 
in the city trade. 

In the city there is a larger sale of vehicles of the better sort 


than for some time, and the rapid advance being made in the 


way of paving and improving the streets, and making them avail- 
able for the use of good teams and for pleasure driving, is giv- 
ing an impetus to that line. 

The sections buying best are the cane belt in Louisiana, the 
pine lands, and the truck farming region of Mississippi and 
Louisiana. The cotton planters of. Louisiana, and of the hill 
country in Mississippi are buying rather well. The crop pros- 
pects in the lowlands are poor, the bad weather having resulted 
in a greater decrease in acreage than was anticipated—and in a 
much poorer crop on the land planted than was looked for. 
Throughout the cotton section, it is agreed by all those who have 
looked into the matter, that the acreage reduction will be fully 
fifteen per cent. The condition of the crop, in all June 1 reports, 
was about 75 per cent. Reports within the ten days are to the 
effect that the situation has improved but little. This has kept 
the June buying from equalling what it would have reached un- 
der normal circumstances. However, it is generally believed that 
with the small crop now in sight, the prices will be such that the 
situation will be more than equalized, and that the purchasing 
power of the cotton country during the autumn will fully equal 
what it was last year. 


DISPUTE ANENT PANAMA. 


At the banquet of the Heavy Hardware Association held two 
weeks ago, James W. Porch, the president, and a number of 
others, took occasion to comment on the fact that New Orleans 
would have to improve its methods of handling Heavy Hard- 
ware before it could hope to gain a fair percentage of the Panama 
contracts. A meeting was ordered for the coming week for the 
purpose of seeking to ascertain just what improvements would 
be best. The facts of this discussion became pubhc property, 
and the officials of the Board of Trade took occasion to reply 
with some heat that the special Panama committee which had 
charge of the Panama situation, was doing all that could be hop- 
ed for, and that if the trade would have a little patience the 
results would be forthcoming. 

In the light of this controversy, the Hardware world wat hed 
with some concern the letting of the heavy and ordinary H ird- 
ware contracts in Washington after May 15-17-18, New Or-

hese contracts are merely the exceptions to the general rule 
that New Orleans got left on the big contracts opened May 15. 

\\. H. Goehrs, inspector for the Panama Canal Commission, 


Was inspecting the 2,700 copper wire screens recently. The 
screens are meant for the Ancon hospital, and the contract for 
them is by odds the largest ever given in New Orleans. ‘The 


wire is of the finest copper, 18-mesh, and 31-gauge, insect-proof, 
mist-proof, almost damp-proof. It is calculated to withstand 
the effects of the tropical climate, not to rust nor corrupt, and 
to protect fever-stricken or otherwise ailing gringoes or greasers 


from all the ills of the Isthmus. ‘The screens are three times 
as fine and close as the ordinary wire screens used in this more 
favored country. 


Stauffer-Eshleman & Company is expected to get the order 1or 
2,000 kegs of cut nails, at a cost to the government of $1.99—the 
lowest known opposition bid being $2.05 by another local firm. 
Some of these nails will probably go to make the frames to hold 
the 2,700 screen doors in the Ancon hospital. 

lt is said that the representatives of the Panama Canal Com- 
mission are now seeking for a sea-going tug. Where and how 
she is to be found as soon as she is wanted is not known. It 1s 
deemed probable that the officers in search will locate the vessel 
within the next week or ten days. 
this connection, it is said that Major H. G. Gallagher, U. 


S. \., purchasing agent for the Panama Canal Commission, is 
going to be detailed to the Philippines, and D, H. Ross, formerly 
with the Illinois Central, will be mstalled his place in Wash- 
ington. In the same connection, it 1s said that the reorganization 
in the Washington and Panama ends of the canal work, will soon 


extend down to the various offices scattered through the country, 
and that railroad experts in supply purchasing lines will soon be 
in charge of almost the entire work of buying for the commission. 

ven more recently, Woodward-Wight & Company, A. Bald- 
win & Company, and several other local firms have obtained 
small orders from the Commission. However, the greatest sur- 
prise in the way of obtaining orders, came. when St. Louis ob- 
tained $6,000 worth of orders for picks and shovels, ete. 

In speaking of the matter, one of the Hardwaremen said yes- 
terday: “There is no good purpose to be served by concealing 
or denying the situation. New Orleans is not getting her share 
of the trade. It is very well for the transportation people to say 
they will get the tonnage when we have the freight. It is all 
very well for the jobbers to say they could get the freight if the 
free transportation was in sight. 

“There is neither the free transportation nor the freight that 
we should have. ‘There are lots of other things we should have 
also, together with some things and persons we should not have. 

“That New Orleans is not getting her share of trade is ad- 
mitted. 

‘That something should be done is admitted. 

‘The special committee of the Board of Trade proposed a solu- 
tion of the problem, after obtaining certain guarantees and con- 
cessions from Washington—and the proposals were emasculated, 
and the great business convention proposition is ‘sleeping if not 
dead.’ 

‘The Hardwaremen have determined to do for their own allied 
interests what it has been proven impossible for the united job- 
bers of the city, working through the Board of Trade, to either 
take up concertedly or accomplish after it had been taken up. 

“What our steps will be, it depends on the developments of 
the next few days to determine. One thing is certain. Some- 
thing is going to be done. We have got tired of leaving the situ- 
ation in the hands of any commercial organization torn by con: 
flicting interests. 

“You remember the old saying that if you want a thing done 
do it yourself—if you want it left undone, give it to some one 
else, or to the Board of Trade.” 

More recently, the Hardwaremen here have been wrought to 
the point of anxiety by the recurrence of the question of limit- 
ing the trade between the United States and Panama, to the ships 
carrying the American flag. The Board of Trade, and the spe- 
cial Panama committee, held special meetings, and sent urgent 
telegrams to the President. Such a measure would mean that 
for a time New Orleans would be absolutely out of the running 
insofar as Panama business might be concerned.

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THE INLAND EMPIRE IMPLEMENT AND HARDWARE 
DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


The first semi-annual convention of the Inland Empire Imple- 
ment and Hardware Dealers’ Association, organized in Febru- 
ary last, was held in Spokane, Wash., on the 7th and &th inst. 
The sessions were held in the Moorish Room of the Hotel Spo- 
kane. There was a very gratifying attendance, as 85 members 
were present. The meeting proved a pronounced success, and 
promises well for the future of the association. The Board of 
Directors held a meeting on the 7th to study the preliminaries 
by which the work of the convention would be facilitated. 

The convention was called to order Wednesday afternoon by 
C. L. Butterfield, of Moscow, Idaho, president, who delivered 
an address. 

Secretary E. W. Evenson, of Spokane, followed with a report, 
in which the work of the association since its organization was 
reviewed. The purport of his report was as follows: 

-The membership had doubled and the financial condition was 
of the best, all bills being paid and there being a nice balance 
in the treasury. Membership had been solicited by mail from 
every eligible dealer in the territory embraced by the associa- 
tion. He spoke of the advisability of affiliation with the National 
Retail Hardware Association and recommended that steps be 
taken in that direction. 

In doing so he called attention to the magnificent work being 
done through the National Association in an effort to control the 
catalogue house problem. He said that dealers in the Inland 
Empire were not very generally aware of the magnitude of the 
business done by catalogue houses in their territory. He showed 
that one town alone had sent about $23,000 to large Eastern cata- 
logue houses during 1904. ‘These figures were obtained from 
a friendly postmaster, who, at the solicitation of the secretary, 
had kept track of the money order business in this line during 
1904. It averaged $75 for every business day in the year end- 
ing April I, 1905. 

rie also called attention to the fact that some dealers who were 
not members of the association were trying to make capital out 
of the fact that they were not members, by statements to their 
trade that the association was in the nature of a trust, and was 
organized to boost prices. Also that the association was trying 
to force such dealers into joiming through pressure brought by 
jobbers and manufacturers. Hence, it was that such dealers 
posed as martyrs before the buying public, and were trying to 
get business through such influences. 

To cover such cases the secretary recommended the adoption 
of the following amendment to the by-laws: “No rules, regula- 
tions or by-laws shali be adopted in any manner stifling compe- 
tition, restraining trade or pooling profits.” The secretary also 
moved the adoption of an amendment which shall admit traveling 
men and traveling freight solicitors to honorary membership at 
$2 per year. These amendments were adopted. 

K. E. Plough, of Wilbur, Wash., then delivered a poem enti- 
tled “The Implement Man,” which was graphic in its delineation 
of the many troubles that beset that class of dealers. 

At the Wednesday evening session D. F. Anderson, of Rosalia, 
Wash., read a paper entitled “A Business and a Profit, and How 
They Are Related.” 

Mr. Anderson’s paper was followed by a general discussion of 
the subject, after which A. J. Porter, secretary of the Western 
Lumberman’s Association, addressed the meeting on 


MUTUAL FIRE INSURANCE. 


Mr. Porter presented facts and figures, which indicated that 
when the profit was taken out of insurance it didn’t cost much. 
The remainder of the evening session was taken up with a dis- 
cussion of this topic, many of the members expressing themselves 
in favor of forming a company, and quite a number putting 
themselves on record as willing to insure with it. 

INSURANCE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

Mutual insurance was again taken up on Thursday morning. 
W. P. Lucas, Davenport, Wash., of the Insurance Committee, 
read an exhaustive report, showing that Mutual Fire Insurance 
associations, correctly organized, and rightly safeguarded, were 
capable of protecting the insured, and at the same time effecting 
a great saving over board rates. This saving would prove an 
inducement in getting new members and holding the old ones 
and making the organization stronger. The committee recom- 
mendned the formation of the Inland Empire Implement and 
Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Association under 
the laws of Washington, to be strictly a mutual company con- 
fined to members of the association. Policies to run for one 
year, and to be limited to $3,000 for any one risk, and not to 
exceed one risk in each block. The plan outlined was that where 
two or more risks were taken in one block the proposed com- 
pany should reinsure the risks in excess of $3,000 in an Eastern 
mutual company, and that no member shall be liable for an 
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amount in excess of his annual premium. The report went :nto 
all the details, the plan of organization, such as rates, meet igs 
of policyholders, election of trustees and officers, filling vacan ‘es, 
duties of officers, assessments, dividends, reserve funds, etc. 

After a little discussion the report was unanimously ado) ed, 
and Mr. Lucas moved that the chair appoint a committee of ive 
to take charge of the affairs of the proposed company and ¢ im- 
plete its organization. This motion prevailed, and the presi nt 
appointed the following Committee on Insurance: W. P. Lu as, 
chairman; J. R. Stevenson, A. B. Salmon, F. H. Hilliard . nd 
E. W. Evenson. 

The matter of joining the National Retail Hardware Asso: :a- 
tion then.came up for discussion, and it was unanimously |. e- 
cided to affiliate with the National Association. The dues of 
$1 a year are to be collected by a special assessment of $1 frm 
each member. 

J. H. Berge, of Davenport, Wash., who was to have rea a 
paper on “The Man Up the Street,’ was unable to be pres: nt 
at the meeting, and sent a humorous letter to the secretary, which 
was read and thoroughly enjoyed. 


THE BANQUET. 


The convention formally adjourned at noon Thursday. In the 
evening an elaborate banquet was very much enjoyed, at which 
about 175 persons sat dawn. F. H. Mason, of Holley, Mas: 
Marks Hardware Company, acted as toastmaster. The speakers 
and their topics were as follows: “Our Successful Association,’ 
by President C. L. Butterfield; “Maintaining Prices,” by E.
